A Creative Report: 


DIRECTION '80s Task Force “Тһе 
American Institute of Architects 
Embarks on Re-evaluation of Its 
Purpose.” 

Is the AIA prepared for the 1980s 
and 1990s? Does the AIA and its 
components adequately represent the 
architectural profession? What should 
the AIA be doing for its members 
and the public? 

With the passage of Resolution A-1 
at the 1980 Conference in Cincinnati 
which called for a broadly based, 
national dialogue to discuss and 
redefine the "proper role, purpose 
and character of the AIA during the 
1980s," the Institute and its com- 
ponents began a two year effort to 
encourage members and components 
to express concerns, expose issues, 
consider changes and to propose 
recommendations regarding the 
overall goals, purpose and priorities 
for the organization at all levels. At 
the Grassroots session in Washington, 
D.C. in late January 1981, component 
leaders discussed and shared views 
for the AIA's future. The Institute has 
taken the position that it is essential 
for the flow of information throughout 
the study to emanate from the "Grass- 
roots" level upward to the national 
level where it is being reviewed by 
a special Task Force, the AIA Board 
Directors and finally to the member- 
ship for action at the 1982 National 
Convention.

Energy in Design: Process 
AIA has asked the ARCHIVENTION

immediately prior to the First Draft 
recommendations to the Board, 

Ray K. Parker, AIA Chairman of the 
Direction ‘80s Task Force, will per- 
sonally address the ARCHIVENTION. 

Ray is a principal of the Cromwell 
Group of Little Rock, Arkansas, and a 
Vice President of the AIA Board of 
Directors. As a member of the Board 
he has served on and chaired several 
committees and task forces.

Our Local 
Construction Economy 


The construction economy in 
southeastern Michigan has been 
in a tailspin since the end of 1978 
when the piping contracting in- 
dustry recorded 6,287,000 
hours. By the end of last 
December, 1981, activity had 
dropped to 4, 115,000 hours, an 
overall decrease of 345 percent! 

During the first quarter of 
1982, hours increased almost 12 
percent over the same 1981 
period. Virtually all the increase 
can be attributed to utility con- 
struction. The balance of the en- 
tire commercial, institutional, in- 
dustrial and residential markets 
appear to be at a standstill. The 
hours recorded by plumbers dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1982 
reflected 15%; less activity than 
during the same period a year 
ago, an indication that we are 
building more equipment- 
oriented than people-oriented 
structures. 

While the immediate future of 
the southeastern Michigan con- 
struction economy is clouded, 
the piping industry still is op- 
timistic. We feel that a 10 to 14 
percent improvement over 1981 
is not at all unrealistic, and that 
the second half of 1982 will 
witness the probable turn- 
around in all construction 
markets. 

There is one particular market 
which we feel has not been ex- 
ploited. And it is one we suggest 
that architects, engineers and 
contractors might want to enter 
into. . . 


Restoration, Renovation 
and Retrofit 


We recently completed a two- 
day mechanical energy conser- 
vation seminar and enjoyed 
listening to a crackerjack by 
name of Victor Ottaviano 


describe what can be done to 
make older, existing buildings 
look good and perform well. 

Naturally, the PHI contractors 
(39 of them) were interested 
primarily in the plumbing and 
HVAC aspects of the problem. 
More importantly, all came out 
of the session with the realization 
that it takes the combination of 
building envelope and electrical 
knowledge, along with 
mechanical, to really make an 
older structure work well.
